Now Yorker Finds Some Uulqao Fea- 


tures In Oriental Money. 


A Now York business man, who has 


x:en upending., several months in recent 
iravel through China and Japan, writes to 


friend in this city »?i interesting ac- 


ount of BOIUO phases of the monetary sys- 
eius prevalent in the orient. In China 
xnvney transactions are puzzling to f oreign- 
rs because of their unique and in some re- 
pects "kindergarten" Teaturos. The sil- 
•or shoes of Shanghai interested the New 
Yorker greatly. These shoes, which cou- 
tltute currency in Shanghai, are ingots of 
liver shaped something like a shoo und 
weighing tvbout 50 tuels each. 


Those shoe ingots uro ruado current by 


he Hong Koo, who assays tho silver and 
iffixos to each ingot a stamp, recording its 
'toque," or touch, und purity. Tho Hong 
voo derives his authority entirely from an 
arrangement nmong tho iiativo bankers, 
•le is not uu official of tho Chinese guvorn- 
rient. In large native transactions these 
shoes form tho principal medium of ex- 
change. Throughout China they range in 
weight from a half ta,cl to 100 tuols. 
Ao- 


cording to official statements, the Chinese 
uoncy of account is us follows: Ten cash 
or li, one candarcop; ten cundarocn or fun 
or fen, one mace; ten maco or tsien, ono 
;ncl or liang. The lowest link in tho Chi- 
icso chain is tho cash or li, wbiuh is repre- 
sented by an actual coin. The eandarccn, 
;ho niaco and the tael, however, are simply 
denominations denoting certain fixed 
weights o£ silver 


Tho li is also called zin and by tho Dutch 


ntjes. 
But although supposed by some 


'oreiguers to bo a silver coin, the Chinese 
i is made from an alloy of copper, iron 
ind tin. 
It is circular, seven-eighths of 


an inch in diameter, with a square hole in 
Jio middle. 
Aroxind this hole are im- 


pressed on the obverse Chinese characters, 
stating the reign, etc. On tho reverse 
Mantchoo character, stating tho name of 
the mint. Originally tbe li represented one 
thousandth part of a tael, and nominally it 
continues to do so to the present day. One 
iaol is equivalent to about $1.89 United 
3t;ites money. At Hongkong, Canton und 
Fucluiu chopped dollars, which are Mex- 
ican silver dollars, chopped or stamped by 
ibe natives, arc the circulating medium. 
At these ports, however, clean or unchop- 
ped Mexican dollars usually command a 
small premium in tho market. 


Trndo among tho Japanese is carried on 


largely in paper money, called kinsatsu, 
which is issued by tlio government. Pnpor 
yens have in recent years been in circula- 
tion. The Japanese unit of money is the 
yen, which was based on tho Mexican dol- 
lar, und in silver was of equivalent value. 
In United States gold coin the yen is worth 
a littlo moro than 99 cents. One yon con- 
tains 100 son. Since 1880 the Japanese sil- 
ver yen of 416 grains has become the mone- 
tary unit and has virtually supplanted the 
Mexican silver dollar in that country.— 
New York Times.

leased, the generous duke, unmindful of 
anything save the tedious imprisonment 
his lampooner had suffered,-sent for him 
and granted him a pension of §400 a year, 
to eootho bis wounded feelings. 


Voltaire accepted the gift with as much 


witty grace us gratitude. 


"Monseigneur," he said, "I most hum- 


bly thunk your rojal highness for continu- 
ing to charge yourself with the expense o* 
my board, but 1 beg you never again to 
trouble yourself about my lodging."—

| Thus the proa is not obliged to ' ' go about. ' ' 


I The same side is always to leeward, and 
j this is flat, so that she can be sailed very 
close. The windward side is rounded, and 
to prevent the proa from capsizing on uo- 
count of the extreme narrowness of beam 
an outrigger, to which a hollow, boat 
shaped log is attached, extends from this 
side, so that the proa is a catamaran with 
one hull much smaller than the other. In 
stilling her a man sits in each end, steer- 
ing with a paddle when tho end in which 
he sits liappons to bo the fatern. No iron 
.is used in the construction of tho proa. 
The sides are made separately and sowed 
together ut the ends with bark. Tho pe- 
culiar build of tho flying proa — double 
ended, with differing sides, one always lee, 
tho other always weather — is made possi- 
ble by the direction of the trade winds and 
the fact Unit the Ludronc islands lie in a 
line almost duo north and south, so that 
these slim, birdlikc craft have simply to 
follow these points of the compass. 


The Fiji inlanders have so called "double 


canoes," which resemble tho proa. One 
kind of Fiji island canoe is, however, 
more like a true catamaran, tho hulls bo- 
ini; decked 01 cr and connected by a plat- 
form instead of by outriggers.

A. Medicine Man's Dunce In » Bedliot Ket 


tie—A Lodge Shaken and a Bound Man 
Released by an Unknown Agency—Secret 
of These Bites Is Not Now Known. 
"In the days long previous to the advent 


of tho \vhito men into the northwest terri- 
tories of Canada and into tho western ter- 
ritories of tho 'United States," says Cap- 
tain C. K. Denny, who went out to tho 
northwest with tho mounted police in tho 
early seventies and since then has been In- 
dian agent and has held other offices xinder 
the Canadian government, "the Indians 
used to practice their medicine ceremonies, 
and many of their medicine men we're 
adopts in tho use of roots and herbs and 
•« ere looked upon as having intercourse 
•with spirits, and accordingly greatly feared 
by the tribes among whom they practiced 
their rites. On my arrival in the north- 
\\ cst territories v ith the northwest mount- 
ed police, in 1°74,1 was curious to find out 
how far these medicine men carried their 
art*, and also what these arts consisted of. 
I heard from Indians many tales of "won- 
ders done by them, but it was a long lime 
before I got a ehnnce to bo present at one 
of these ceremonies. The Indians were 
reluctant to allow a, \shite man to view 
any of their medicine ceremonies. 
As I 


got better acquainted with tlio several 
tribes, particularly the Bltickfcct, I had 
many chances to find out tho truth regard- 
ing what 1 had heard of them, and I was 
truly astonished at what I saw at different 
times. 
Many of the medicine fc;itn done 


by their medicine men before me did not 
allow of any jugglery, the man being 
naked, with tho exception of a cloth 
around his loins, and I sitting within a 
few ftot; of him. 


"All Indians believed in their familiar 


spirit, which assumed all kinds of shapes 
—bomcthncs that of an owl, a. buffalo, ti

Modern literature has been more or less

lights of the French deliquescent school as 
"an epileptic fit between two nothings." 


It is no small resource to be able to es- 


cape from these miasmatic exhalations of 
contemporary literature into the bracing 
atmosphere of tho classics, for of him who 
has caught the profounder teachings uf 
Greek literature w may say, in the words 
of the "Imitation," that he is released from 
a multitude of opinions. We may apply to 
authors like Sophocles and Plafco nnd to 
those who have penetrated their deeper 
meaning, the language the Buddhists USD 
to describe their perfect sage—language 
vhlch will at once remind the scholar of 
.he beginning of the second took of Lucre- 
tius—"When the learned man has dri\cn 
iway \anity by earnestness, he, tho wise, 
climbing the terraced heights of wisdom, 
ooks clown upon the fools. Serene he looks 
upon the toiling crowd, as one that stands 
on a mountain looks down on them that 
stand iipou tho plain."—Irving Brbbitt in 
Atlantic. 


To Thwart the Safe Burglar. 


There does seem possible a pretty good 


wotcction, however. The suggestion lies 
.n a recently published invention for con- 
structing prison doors and window grat- 
ngs. The idea was to make them of or- 
dinary steel pipes, all filled with a liquid 
under pressure, and connected by a nmiu 
jipo with an alarm which would operate 
jy reduction of pressure. Attempted saw- 
ing lets the liquid escape and rings the bill, 
[f such a scheme were applied to a s»fe, by 
iravcrsing it on all sides, either inside the 
outer plates or outside, and were connected 
with an alarm set on a lamppost promi- 
nent on tho sidewalk, it on gh I to come near 
being good protection. The door could bo 
arranged with piston and cylinder inside 
the safe, so that opening the door would 
set off the alarm.. 


Then drilling at the lock, driving in the 


spindle or other successful attack on the 
lock -would still leave the burglar at the 
mercy of tho alarm when he opens the 
door. Kitroglyccrin, dynamite or powder 
Would also effect the ringing of the alarm, 
and the plan would also protect against 
the electric arc itself, since tho network of 
small pipes would be in the way of any 
largo arc and become melted. And a small 
arc for mere drilling at the lock would bo 
no better than a drill, since the opening of 
the door would eventually ring the alarm. 


The connecting pipes could be left ex- 


posed, because tampering with, them would 
ring the alarm. 


Or, instead of fixing the pipe system to 


the safe, construct it as a cage to contain 
the safe, the cage being largo enough to 
make the safe inaccessible to the hands of 
tbe burglar. 


Such a system would be protective, at 


least tmtil tho burglar, already an expert 
electrician, had time to become a master 
plumber and pipe fitter and could invent 
schemes for beating the alarm.—Electrical 
"Review. 


Cut Chrysanthemums. 


With a little care, cut chrysanthemums 


will last fresh for days. It is expert ad- 
vice to plunge a bunch of them at' once on 
bringing than into tho house Into a largo 
pan of tepid water, leaving them there for 
ten minuted. Then with a pair of scissors 
cut about a quarter of an inch on! from 
sach stalk, holding it well under tho water 
while snipping it, so that it may draw in 
water and not air for its first nourishment. 
A. roomy vase holding plenty of water and 
that docs not taper to*a point at tho bottom 
should be used. Tho water should be 
changed daily, and th'e flowers should be 
kept out of a gas heated atmosphere as 
much as possible, putting them In « pure 
aired room for the night. — New York Post.

were about u dozen Indians in the lodge 
After tho smoke was over a large copper 
kettle, about 3 feet dc-cp and the same or a 
little more in diameter, was placed empty 
on the roaring fire in tho middle of the 
lodge. Tbo medicine man, who was strip- 
pod, 
with the exception of a cloth around 


his loins, ;KUS all this time singing a med- 
icine song in a low voice. 


"Tho pot after a short while became red- 


hot, and, a polo being parsed through the 
handle, it was lifted in this state off the 
fire and placed on the ground so close to 
mo that the heat was almost unbearable. 
On the polo being withdrawn the medicine 
man sprang to his feet, and, still singing 
his song, stepped with both naked foot into 
tho redhot kettle and danced for at least 
thrco minutes in it, still singing to the 
accompaniment of tho Indian drums. I 
•was so close, as I have before said, that the 
beat of the kettle was almost unbearable, 
and I closely watched tho performance and 
saw this Indian dance for some minutes 
with his bare feet in it. On stepping out, 
ho seemed none tho worse, but how he 
performed tho act wus and is still a mys- 
tery to me 


"On another occasion I was sitting in an 


Indian tent alone with one of the medicine 
men of the Blackfcet Indiana. It was at 
night, and all wus quiet in the camp. The 
night was calm, with a bright moon shin- 
ing. On a sudden the Indian commenced 
to sing, and presently the lodge, whicb 
was n largo one, commenced to tremble, 
and tho trembling increased to such u de- 
gree that it rocked violently, even lifting 
off the ground, flr=t on tine side and then on 
the other, as if a dozen pairs of hands were 
heaving it on the outside. This lustod for 
about two minutes, when I ran out, ex- 
pecting to find some Indians on the out 
side vrho had played me a trick; but, to 
my astonishment, not a soul was in sight, 
and, what still more bewildered me, waa 
to find, on examination, that tho lodge vt as 
firmly pegged down to the ground, it being 
impossible for any number of men to huvo 
moved and replaced tho pegs in so short a 
time. I did not enter the lodge again that 
night, as tho matter looked, to Buy the 
least, uncanny. 


"I have seen tho Ioose7iing of a man 


•when strongly bound with ropes ns done 
by some of our own jugglers, but with 
different •variations. In ono case in the 
center of a largo lodge a smaller one was 
pitched, tho small lodpe being just large 
enough to hold ono man sitting down. All 
over the space covered by this small tent, 
and about six Inches, or oven less, apart, 
dozens of wooden pegs were driven into the 
ground. 
They wore each about six inches 


high, and all sharply pointed. A small boll 
was also bound to one of tbe poles at the 
top of the lodge. Tho medicine man was 
tightly bound with raw hide ropes and was 
then carried by two Indians to tho door of 
the small tent, which was all this while 
wide open, and was thrown, all doubled 
up, into tho center of it, and of course on to 
the sharp pointed pegs. The blanket was 
quickly drawn over the door, and for about 
five minutes no Bound was to bo hoard in- 
sido tho tent, when of a sudden the little 
bell at the top of the tent commenced to 
ring, as it seemed, without human agency. 
Tho blanket was thrown back, and the 
medichio man stepped out, freed from the 
ropes and without a scratch. I looked into 
the tent and found tho ropes lying among 
thg pegs, not ono of which seemed to have 
been moved. 


"I doubt 11' among the Blackfect today, 


with the exception of Calf Shirt, tho Blood, 
that; tribo being a branch of the Blackfcet, 
anything of the kind I havo mentioned is 
to be met with, ns since the advent of tho 
white man and tho settling of the Indians 
on reservations all the old time medicine 
men are dead, and the secret of these rites 
has died with them."—New York Sun. 


A Brilliant Tboa*h Coa>p»ntlrelr Unher- 


alded Awakening of the Art. 


It is not often that anything relating to 


the fine arts attains to that exclusive pop- 
ularity that entitles it to be considered a 
social fad. Yet in a certain way this is 
precisely what has taken place in connec- 
tion with tho old and aristocratic art of 
miniature painting. In point of fact, the 
art bos had of late a brilliant though com- 
paratively unheralded awakening, and it 
is now quite the thing, if you belong to 
the fortunate and exclusive class that does 
not havo to look too closely at checks that 
go above two figures, to sit to a miniatur- 
ist rather than to a photographer. 


All this, of course, relates to portraiture, 


and in this respect most of tho newer man- 
ifestations of the art do not differ materi- 
ally trom tho old. It has remained for an 
American and a New Yorker to realize 
that the art has larger possibilities in a 
pictorial way and to first endeavor to fully 
present then. 


Like everything else that comes very 


closo to human sympathies, tho art dates 
far back into the past. Even in its modern 
sense it runs back to Holbein and the 
tinioof his visit to England. 
Following 


in his woke and in that of the still more 
illustrious Vandyke, all the early English 
painters tried their hands at it. It is but 
nuturul that among all these brilliant ex- 
emplars of tho art some should have seen 
that there were possibilities in it beyond 
mere portraiture. A number of them did 
drift occasionally Into something approach- 
ing imaginative art in their miniatures, 
but oven then it was usually by way of 
\arylng tbe formality of their portraits, 
as when Reynolds used to arm his •very 
British maids with a bow or lyre and call 
them Dianas or Muses. 


It was, of course, tho English tradition 


that found its way to America when tho 
aristocrats of the colonies turned their 
thoughts toward the fragile immortality 
of the miniaturist's art. As a result, to the 
American sense the art seems somehow in- 
dissolubly connected with portraiture— 
with patches and powder and the later 
factitious grace of restoration gowns anil 
dawn of the century Irnolities. 


Much of tho later miniature work has 


not got away entirely from tho leading 
strings of photography, but it needs no 
comment for any ono to realize that noth- 
ing could bo farther aivny from any sug- 
gestion of the camera than these personal, 
sympathetic productions.—Now York Her- 
ald

ConutableM Rejected 1'icturc. 


The f-tory of the rejection of 


Poyntcr's picturcsut the Glasgow institute 
flwls a larallel in the capu of no less dis- 
tinguished an artist than Constable. Ev- 
ery eno ki.ow? that tho work or the great 
lur.tlseapo painter was not properly apj,ro- 
ciatecl by his contemporaries, but few peo- 
ple probably are aware that, one of his pic- 
tures vu9 actually"rejccted by the Acad- 
emy, in a. yenr, too, when Constable was 
himself a member of the selecting coiuinit- 
tee. 
By some accident one of Constable's 


landscapes, u small work, had been placed 
among fho outfielcrw' pictures, and was 
passed, in its turn, before the selecting 
committee. The first academician pooh- 
poohed it as too green, the second said it 
was einptv, and the verdict of the third 
was equally unfa\ orable. Constable, who 
cujne next, said not a word, but the re- 
maining members of the committee were 
unanimous in condemning the picture, 
which was rejected. 


Directly the verxJict was pronounced 


Constable rose from his scat, and to the 
astonishment of tho committee claimed 
the picture as his own. 
Ho thanked his 


fellow academicians with bitter politeness 
for their opinions, which, ho paid, were 
the in ore \aluable because they were total- 
ly unbiased. The president, Sir Martin 
Archer Shee, tried in vain to smooth mat- 
ters over, and begged Constable to excuse 
the mistake and to allow the picture to be 
hung. Bnt the indignant artist would 
not be mollified. The picture had been re- 
jected by tho committee, and nothing 
should induce him to exhibit it. Ho was 
as good as his word, and the rejected pic- 
ture was removed the next day.—West- 
minster Gazette.

Washington, Dec. C.—American diplo- 


macy has- averted prolonged strife over 
China and. barring accident, has insured 
the integrity of ttie empire, through the 
adoption by the ministers at Peking of 
the amended demands us to punishment 
and indemnity, winch it is known the 
Chinese, government will, accept. Upon 
receipt of news Of this satisfactory con- 
clusion of the negotiations Secretary I [ay 
cabled Sliuister Conger instructions to 
sign the agreement. 


In the opinion of officials and diplomats 


here this result marks the most impor- 
tant step yet t'ak'en toward a peaceful so- 
lution.- Information which reached here 
conveyed the idea that if the 'powers had 
approved tSe original demands of the 
ministers contemplating the execution of 
11 olliemls and princes und the exaction 
of an exorbitant indemnity Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Ching would immedi- 
ately have rejected thorn. In view of the 
moderation in the amended demands it is 
known that they will be accented by not 
only the Chinese envoys but also the- 
throne. 


The terms <\s finally formulated still in- 


clude several features not enthely wel- 
come to the American government, as, 
for instance, the demands for the razing 
of the Tuku forts, the interdiction of i;u 
portatiou of arm*; and establishment o£ 
permanent guards between Peking ami 
the bea. Yet the questions of punishment 
and indemnity are the really vital one*. 
As finally adopted by the ministers the 
demands upon China are that bhe shall 
impose the severest possible punishment 
the Chinese government can inflict ami 
pay a reasonable indemnity to the pow- 
ers for the killing of their citizens, dam- 
age to their property and expenses in- 
curred in the dibpatch of relief expedi- 
tions. 
German}'N Vindictive Policy Beaten, 


Germany insisted from the outi-el of 


the trouble that only the execution of the 
Boxer leaders would salve her wounded 
honor, and the Anglo-German agreement 
caused (Jreat Britain to btipport the same 
view. As a result of the vindie'tiveuoss of 
Germany und of the tmnibters who had 
undergone the siege, teims were drafted 
requiring the execution of the authors of 
the outrages and the payment of an in- 
demnity so great that it was plain it 
could never bo collected. Thei>e demands 
were very misutisfaetoty to the Washing- 
ton authorities. Fortunately at thib hm- 
ment Japan indicated that she t'uvoied 
moderation. Backed by .laptm. Russia 


ml France, the pn-hiuVnt and SecreUuy 
[ay seized the opportunity to biiug about 
u ex< hange of \ iexvs, between the p.iw- 
rs.

Jolapa means' a "place of water and 


aands." It was an Indian town at tbe time 
of the conquest, nnd because of its posi- 
tion on what for along while was the main 
read ,botwe6n Vera Cruz" and tbo City of 
Mexico it early became a place of impor- 
tance. After the establishment of the re- 
public it was made tbo capital of the state 
of "Vera Cruz. Between the years 1720 and 
1777 a great annual fuir was held here for 
tho sale of goods brought for years by the 
fleet from Cadiz, whence it derived tho 
name of Jalapa do Iu Feria, frequently ap- 
plied to the city in documents of the lust 
century. 


The city is famous throughout Mexico 


for the exceeding beauty of its women and 
of its situation. From these, its pleasing 
characteristics, arise tho saying that Jala pa 
is a part of heaven let down to earth, and 
the proverb, "Las Jalapeims sou halugue- 
nas" (bewitching, alluring nrc tho women 
of Jalapa). A less pluafaing characteristic, 
its frequent days of mist and ruin, at onco 
the cause of and a very serious drawback 
upon the enjoyment of its green loveliness, 
has given rise to jet another saying in Ja- 
lapa. During these melancholy days tbo 
Jalapeno, muffled in his zarape und smok- 
ing, dismally mutters, "Ave Maria purisi- 
ma, pue venga el sol!" (Holy Virgin, let 
tho gun shine!) 


The city is a curious, old fashioned 


place — curious even in 
Mexico, whore 


everything seems odd to the tourist — with 
narrow, crooked streets, lined with tilo 
roofeel houses, whoso pitched roofs project 
their eaves so fur that they seem to cover 
the sidewalks like a shed, and ponding 
from these uro spouts to curry the rainfall 
from tho roof to the center of tho roadway. 
The city has a perfect drainage system, 
based iipou und indeed consisting almost 
entirely of the facilities so lavishly bestow- 
ed by nature in the shape of rain und 
grade. Tho streets slope gently from tbo 
sidewalk on either side to the center of tho 
roadway, thus practically forming high 
troughs or gutters, and all dirt "or refuse 
matter is immediately washed beyond tho 
city limits by the rains, which fall, at least 
for a short time, almost daily throughout 
tho entire year. This accounts for the 
scrupulously clean appearance of the city, 
which impresses those who have visited 
other Mexican cities not so advantageously 
located in respect to drainage as Jalupa. 
So abrupt is the descent of tho streets down 
tho side of tho hill that no attempt is made 
to xiso carts or carriages for transportation 
of goods or persons. A traimvay which 
provides a. means of transportation to 
Coatepoe runs through u portion of the 
main thoroughfare and is tho only wheel- 
ed vehicle to bo found within the city lim- 
its, and even this requires six mules to 
haul it up tho steep grades from tho rail- 
road station to the hotels. All merchan- 
dise is curried from one purt of the city to 
another by curgudorcs and pack mules, 
which latter ore utilized extensively and 
almost to the exclusion of tho burro and 
tho horse. 


A walk through the streets of tho city is 


repaid by many interesting sights. The 
lavunelei-as, or washerwomen, pursue their 
vocation in the public streets at large basins 
or troughs, which have been placed in all 
parts of the city for their accommodation. 
The churches are open all through the 
day, and at all hours worshipers may bo 
found. — "Modern Mexico."

A river of 8,000,000 mouths that flows 


656 gallons each minute, or 800.00CL gal- 
lons daily, is running down the throats of 
the inhabitants of Greater New York. 
That is the amount of beverage consumed 
each day. If nil tho fluid wero formed to- 
gether, it would occupy 107,000 cubic feet 
of spaco, weigh 0,430,000 pounds 
and 


make u good load for an ocean freighter 
850 feet long. 


Thcso figures arc as correct as they are 


astounding, for they couio from tho best 
statistical sources. 


In tho river are included all of the various 


liquids that find their way—with willing 
assistance—into the stomachs of New 
Yorkers, including water, which cannot 
bo separated from the rest, as it is a neces- 
sary part of all. It enters into all the spir- 
ituous and malt liquors, is tho vehicle for 
ten, coffoo and cocoa and is nearly all of 
carbonated drinks. 


Excepting water in its pure state, which 


is one-half of the entire consumption, we 
find beer at the bead of the list. 
"We. are 


told by Germans that it is tho great civi- 
lizing drink, and wo know that its con- 
sumption is increasing beyond the increase 
of population. Here in Greater New York 
the annual sale of beer ton years ago was 
3,000,000 barrels. Now it is 7,000,000. 


Of this vast quantity of boor 212,000 


gallons are consumed at home each day, 
or u:oro than 1,500,000 of glasses, varying 
from the "fouies," that hold about i\ gill, 
up to the "schooners," that carry almost a 
quart. This quantity of beer makes a, bulk 
of 28,840 cubic feet. If wo should l*.i!td u 
barrel to hold Greater New York's ono day 
supply of boor und place it beside tho obe- 
lisk for comparison, it would bo found to 
be as tall and about three times its mean 
diameter—« large barrel to bo emptied by 
u community each day, but the communi- 
ty is equal to tho task. 


\Vhon wo come to the bc\emgo milk, wo 


must have a. separate can, so aw not to have 
tho portion that we drink mixed with thi't 
which we eat, for wo are now considering 
only drinkables. A large quantity of the 
milk consumed goes into solid foods, like 
butter and cheese, and into general cook- 
ing, besides lying frozen iuto tliu temporary 
solid luxury, ice cream. 


But outside of this 140,000 gallons arc 


utilized each day as a drink, < ither ilt.ir 
or mixed with other beieragcs. Our little 
people, not yet educated to the u?e of beer, 
are the principal consumers of these gal- 
lons, which measure 18,700 cubic lee,t. 


If we follow the ex.:,m pie set by the beer 


barrel and make a can for our milk and 
place it beside Castle Garden, it, will be ao 
feet in diumctcr, and its top will reach tho 
roof. 


Then there are the whisky and kindred 


spirits. 


If we make a demijohn for our daily 


supply of straight and fancy nleohuliu 
drinks, it must have u content of '.UHi 
cubic feet, which will hold 7,000 gallons. 
This is tho amount consumed each day in 
tho year in Creator New York. 


Thia supposed demijohn will be 10 feet 


in diameter and 80 feet high. If placed 
bcsido The Herald building, its cork would 
bo but a little below tho cornice. 


If, no hnlinice this, wo place a si plum on 


the other side of tho building to hold the 
(50,000 gallons of carbonated waters that 
are consumed daily, we will June a hnitlu 
with n content of 13,000 cubic feet, which 
will measure 15 feet in diameter ami stai.d 
with its top ns high as the roof, or 50 lota 
above tho ground. 


Greater New York also drinks wine, und 


corks aro popping at tho rate of about '~5 a 
minute from tho various sized buttles. 
If 


these bottles were all quarts, there v;imld 
be 10,000 of thrin, and their commits 
would measure 034 cubic feet. 


If ono -wineglass is mtulc to bold all 


this, it mus.t bo SO feet deep and 14 feet in 
diameter. 
There is no more fitting way 


to emphasize the size of this glass tbuu l>y 
placing it in the upraised hand ol Liberty, 
and thus change her from a torclibotircr 
lighting the world to a cupbuirer about Co 
drink to tho health of the world. 


Greater New York drinks coffee, te;i and 


cocoa to tho extent of 00,500 rounds daily. 


The coffee weighs 40,000 pounds, and a 


Canister to hold it would have to be 12 


:et high and 8 feet in diameter. If tills 
juiistcr was loaded on a wagon, it would 
equire tho strength of 12 good horses to 
aul it over tho most favorablo street in 
ew York. 
As to tho tea, we daily consume 25,000 


rounds of it, or tho contents of 278 tea 
bests. These would mako a most dolight- 
ul pyramid to the eyes of John Chinaman 
[ piled with SI chests in tho bottom layer, 
hen narrowing tho width of ono chest on 
ach succeeding layer until tho top layer 
if nine chests was reached. This pyramid 
vould bo 15 feet square at the baao uud 
VA feet high. 
The daily cocoa can for Greater Now 


York would contain one cubic jard, for 
ve consume as a beverage 1,500 pounds 
:»ch day. 
Then there is as much more 


used in manufacture. 


As the excise law provides certain rcgu- 


ationg for places •where" intoxicating liq- 
uors are sold, we get some interesting fig- 
ures from the records. 


There are 18,000 licensed 
buildings 


where liquors are sold in Greater New 
York, and if these buildings wcro placed 
side by sido they would reach a distance 
of 123 miles, or six times around Manhat- 
tan Island. 


These buildings, all together, contain 


1,640,000,000 cubic feet. So if they wore 
massed into u Single cube it would meas- 
ure 1,180 feet on each side.—New York 
Herald.
